after the Republican members of the 
House Judiciary Committee, who by 
fhe way were in the majority by rea- 
son of that party being control of the 


HOUKP, imcl voted to smother all of the 
anti-injunction bills in committee, as 
your legislative representative on May 
16th. 1900. I wrote Mr. Smyser a le'- 
ter explaining the situation, and asked 
him if he would be willing to sign a 
call for a Republican caucus for tha 
purpose of t-onsidenng this subject, as 
this was thp only means left whereby 
we eotild rer-oive consideration of anv 
of the bill'; hv me House, but Smyser 
failed to make anv answer whatever 
to my letter.

opposed to the bill proposed by th°

the railroad employees, for i.he reason 
that we stntccl to thp Judiciary Com- 
mittee which then had charge of the 
subject ttiat we would accept any of 
the bills then pending. Mr. Smyser's 
action in this connection was a fail- 
ure on his part to Carry out a written 
pledge made to a large and very im- 
portant part of his constituency. 


He also voted to suspend the opera- 


tions of the eight hour law as to alien 
labor on the Isthmian Canal zone.— 
fDaily Cong. Record, Jan. 27. 190C, p. 
1628.) 


Of course it is being argued by many 


of the Congressmen who voted to sus- 
pend the provisions of that law that 
the exception applies only to foreign- 
ers and in no way affects the Ameri- 
can workmen on the canal; but our 
organizaTioi:s are in receipt of com- 
plaints from raihwd employees who 
are working c-n the canal that they 
are also compelled to work more than 
eight hours a .lay. Thus it will be 
seen that in this action Congress set 
a bad example, and that it is being 
used 
PS an enuring wedge to also 


lengthen the flay's work for American 
workmen. 


He also voted for J. G. Cannon, the 


arch enemy of labor legislation 
fo; 


Sneaker; also for a set of rules where- 
by Mr. Cannon became almost a sole 
dictator of what legislation should and 
should not pass the House, and we 
ha\e no reason to believe that if he 
is re-elected he will not again be one 
of Mr. Ctiinon's supporters. 


I believe that all fair-minded labor- 


ing men who have an interest in leg- 
islation for-their own betterment will 
agree th.it Mr. Smyser's record is not 
one which entitled him to the suppor1' 
of either tlie railroad employes or any 
other class of workers.

Fatal Freight Wreck. 


Kenton, O., Oct. 20.— In a 
freight 


wreck in the yards of the Big Four 
railroad here two men were killed and 
two seriously hurt. The dead are 
George Xeff, fireman, Springfield, O.; 
Henry Miller, brakeman, West Liber- 
ty, O.; injured, Bert Cool, engineer, 
and J. H. Forster, conductor, Toledo, 
O. A fast freight train drawn by two 
engines crashed 
into a. cut of cars 


standing on the main tracks in the 
wards. The engine 
and many cars 


were wrecked and hundreds of sheen 
were killed. The dead and injured 
trainmen were on^the fast freight train 
and were caught under the wreckage. 
Engineer Bedinger of the switch en- 
gine saw the collision coming and re- 
versing his engine jump'er. The en- 
gine broke loose and ran wild under 
a fuW head of steam to Grant Station, 
five miles away, where It was ditched 
by section hands, notified by tele- 
graph to do so. 


Jumped Track at Curve. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 25.— Eight men 


were injured, one of them perhaps fa- 
tally, in a wreck on the Eastern Ohio 
traction line near Chagrin Falls, O. 
A special car bound 'west carrying 
11 persons, 10 of whom were employes 
of the road, dashed 
down a steep 


grade at a terrific speed. 
The body 


of the car was thrown from the tracks 
at a curve, burying those on board in 
a mass of wreckage.

was dtve to wet rails and the inability 
of the motorman to control the speed 
of the car.

By Explosion of Gas in a Coal Mine. 


All Foreigners Excapt One. 


Johnstown, Pa., Oct. 25.—An ex- 


plosion in the Cambria Steel com- 
pany's coal mine here killed seven 
miners and fatally injured two out of 
20 men at work in a room three miles 
from 
the 
shaft. 
Afterdamp ham- 


pered the work of rescue. One of the 
dead is an Ar.ierican-born miner, 
Sampson Luther. The others are for- 
eigners. The explosion was in a head- 
ing, a considerable distance from the 
ill-fated Klondike section, where 114. 
men lost their lives four years ago. 
The exact cause is not known, but it 
is supposed that the gas was fired by 
a blast. All the men had their safety 
lamps in proper trim, showing that
